STAKES AND SALARIES. 

S of January 1, Churchill Downs, Inc., Louis- 

ville, Ky., a subsidiary of the American Turf 
Association, an Illinois corporation controlling 
Washington Park, Homewood, IIl.; Lincoln Fields, 
Crete, Il.; Latonia, Covington, Ky.; Churchill 
Downs, Louisville, Ky., and Kentucky Associa- 
tion, Lexington, Ky., and owning a minor interest 
in Hawthorne, at Cicero, Ill., announced a reduc- 
tion of $25,000 in added money to spring stakes 
for 1932 as compared with the spring of 1931. 

THE BLOoD-HORSE understands that, through 
failure to establish in its fat vears a surplus fund 
for stakes and purses, it has become necessary 
that the American Turf Association, successor 
to the Kentucky Jockey Club, make reduction in 
its overhead. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE now hopes to hear that 
further reductions in overhead will be made at 
the annual meetings of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation and its subsidiaries, soon to be held, by 
decreases in the large and cumulative salaries 
paid its executive officers, and that decreases will 
also be made in the number of highly paid and 
unneccessary people carried on the payrolls of the 
several companies. 

We say these things because we believe that 
they are necessary to be said; because we be- 
lieve that it is vital to the security of racing and 
the Thoroughbred horse breeding industry that, 
not alone in Kentucky and in Illinois, but in all 
other states and in all countries that the opera- 
tion of race tracks be done now and in the 
future as economically as possible. 

We think that the first item on any economy 
program should be not a reduction of added 
money to stakes, but the elimination of every 
paid politician, the discharge of every person not 
absolutely necessary and essential to the proper 
operation of the racing plants, and the reduction 
of the salaries of those executives who are re- 
puted to be drawing from $10,000 to $125,000 per 
year. THE BLOOD-HoORSE is informed, and, it 
thinks, reliably so, that two officers of the 
American Turf Association draw salaries from 
that company and its subsidiaries amounting to 
$125,000 each per annum. 

It should be not alone the work of the stock-

holders, who are going without dividends in II- 
linois and Kentucky, but of the breeders and 
owners and trainers and jockeys, who are suf- 
fering by the decreases in the stakes, and next, 
perhaps, by decreases in the purses, to see to 
it that the companies make these salary retrench- 
ments. 


SUPPLEMENTS. 


EADERS who wish to use extensively the 

stakes winners’ supplement, published in 
connection with THE BLOOD-HORSE of last week, 
should make the following notes in the supple- 
ment, by way of correction and completion. First, 
in the list of pedigrees, Madiola should be marked 
as dead. Second, in the last paragraph of the 
introduction to the list of pedigrees, it will be 
noted: “In the figures given above each of the 
following pedigrees, every stakes race of the 
year has been counted, but no other winning 
races later than December 27.’ Only two stakes 
winners won other races after December 27, and 
the entire list may be brought up to date by 
making the lines above these two horses read as 
follows: 
MY DANDY: 7 wins, 2 stakes. 
MISS BAGGAGE: 7 wins, 1 stakes. 

Third, in the tally of sires of dams of stakes 
Sunstar should be credited 
with three, not two, stakes winners from his 
daughters; Irish Lad should have two, instead 
of one; *Peep o’ Day should have one. 

Fourth, on page 1 of the supplement, in the 
fourth paragraph, it should be stated that Bruce 
Lowe’s No. 1 and No. 4 families are tied for the 
lead, with 29 winners each, as indicated in the 
grouping on page 27. 

Fifth, there should be inserted in the list of 
stakes, on page 26, the following: 


Texas Breeders Futurity S, Arlington Downs, 2yo, bred 
in Texas, 6f: Lady Dever, Helen's Pride, Vestal Maid.

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PADDING. 

UILDING up or padding prices on winners at 

Jefferson Park and Tropical Park has been 
done so frequently and so successfully that the 
hand-bookmakers throughout the country are 
said to be wailing loudly. The Cincinnati En- 
quirer’s correspondent at Tropical Park has said: 
“The way out for the race track is to let it go 
on, break all the bookies in Honolulu, Newport 
and St. Bernard and then the money will have to 
be bet at the race track, for it can be bet at no 
other point.” It is not difficult and not expen- 
sive to pad the prices at mutuel tracks where 
the turnover is as light as it has been at Jeffer- 
son Park and Tropical Park. It isn’t exactly 
fair to the hand-bookmakers, but then the 
bookies are not fair to their patrons in such mat- 
ters as limiting the pay and the establishment 
of other “house rules.’”’ Another side of the situ- 
ation is that the race tracks get no revenue from 
the bookies. They are in the nature of parasites 
on racing. THE BLOOD-HORSE has never under- 
stood the mental process of owners and trainers 
who bet in handbooks rather than at the race 
course. They surely know that if they would 
make all their bets at the tracks they would be 
helping themselves in many ways. They would 
even be in position to see that the take-out was 
modest. 


ENGLISH OATS. 

NGLISH horsemen and lawmakers figure 

England’s oats are better than Ireland’s, due 
to the fact that there is not “sufficient sun to 
ripen the oats properly” in Ireland. They have 
been informed (Senator Parkinson’s statement 
before the Tariff Commission, as reported in The 
Sporting Chronicle) that “if Irish trainers could 
not get foreign oats it would depreciate the value 
and usefulness of the Irish horse by 33 per cent.” 
In the view of Senator Parkinson, who is chair- 
man of the Association of Trainers, “tariff or 
no tariff, and no matter what the price might 
be, horse trainers must improve the oats they 
use.”” So the English government followed an 
immemorial short-sighted policy and placed a 
tariff on English oats imported into the so-called 
Free State.

NOMINATE for stardom in the 1932 juvenile 

class, De Valera, bay son of Upset-Rosie 
O’Grady, by Broomstick, in the Henry C. Phipps 
string under one of the several roofs housing the 
James Fitzsimmons charges. Apropos of his 
breeding it is only necessary to say that he is a 
“Whitney-bed,” but to elucidate further, his dam, 
Rosie O'Grady, has for second dam, *Royal Rose, 
own sister to Pennant. It is the Number 8 family, 
Bruce Lowe figure system, the immediate branch 
of which already has given us Transvaal, Iron 
Mask, Sweep, Novelty, John P. Grier, Lancas- 
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trian and others whose excellence is well known 
to bloodstock breeding pundits. No better fam- 
ily in the whole category. De Valera has at- 
tracted the attention of several of the Turf scrive- 
ners who have seen him at Aqueduct, and he is 
being heralded as a “prodigal waster of speed.” 
The only time any speed was required of him, he 
stepped a quarter in fast time, displaying, en 
route, rare good form in action. De Valera is 
of good size, neither too gross, nor too light; a 
good “doer” and blessed with a deal of horse in- 
telligence and amenity. He is a smooth fellow 
over all, possessed of the best of limbs and hoofs, 
a bay with little white about him. In short, a 
first-class prospect and‘one well engaged, so his 
trainer tells me. That Trainer Fitzsimmons, 
however, isn’t building any high hopes for him, 
or any others of these promising youngsters 
which come under his wing, is easily obvious to 
the listener.

ITZSIMMONS just now is in Miami, where 

he will witness some of the racing. A di- 
vision of his large stable is located at Hialeah 
in charge of his chief aide, George Tappen, who 
has been in his employ since his riding days. Oh, 
yes, “Sunny Jim” tried his hand at jockeying in 
his youth, as did many others of our better known 
trainers. Up until several years ago, it is said, 
he never lived more than a half-mile from a race 
track. In fact, he was virtually born on one, 
as his birthplace was a plot later given over to 
the Sheepshead Bay track. Max Hirsch, too, is 
a former jockey. Rode with much success, first 
in quarter-horse matches in Texas, where he at- 
tracted the attention of the late John A. Morris, 
who employed him on his ranch in that blister- 
ing clime. R. W. Walden brought Max east, 
where he continued to ride successfully for A. H. 
and D. H. Morris before weight ended his career 
in the saddle. J. Simon Healy, who was born in 
Ireland, got his tutoring under John Huggins, in 
England, migrated to the United States and has 
been garnering more than his share as a trainer 
ever since. His first important post as condi- 
tioner was with the late H. B. Duryea. And 
schoolboys know that Sammy Smith, Willie 
Crump, Joe Notter, Roscoe Goose, Jack Howard, 
etc., etc., were expert pilots before turning their 
attention to the training of the performers.

He plans leaving shortly for the West, where, in 
Hollywood, Cal., he will be the guest of friends 
and an observer of the intricacies of motion pic- 
ture production. He plans returning East via 
Hialeah Park and Lexington, Ky. Beary, a na- 
tive of Ireland, has ridden numerous of the best 
racers in that country and England, among them 
Trigo, Foxlaw, Solario, and *Epinard. While he 
considers the latter the best racer he ever was 
astride, he never piloted the son of Badajoz in 
actual competition. Foxlaw, in his estimation, 
would have been ranked among the super-horses 


had he not met with a mishap early in life. An- 
other of the animals he rode was The Banshee, 
on which he won the Phoenix Park Plate. The 
Banshee is grandam of Mate.

OTICE that *Strolling Player’s first sons and 

daughters, what few of them there are, are 
yearlings. This handsomely proportioned dark 
chestnut 7-year-old stallion, if granted the op- 
portunities his physique and breeding suggest he 
should have, may succeed as a sire. *Strolling 
Player was the best juvenile in England in his 
year, 1927, and was imported into this country 
at a tremendous cost by B. B. Jones and Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson. Great things naturally were 
expected of him and while he won several times 
here before his retirement, he never fulfilled 
those ambitious hopes. 


*Strolling Player, my recollection has it, raced 
at two in the colors of Frank Curzon, in whose 
silks his half-brother, Call Boy, won the Epsom 
Derby. *Strolling Player is by another Derby 
winner, Grand Parade, and out of Comedienne, a 
Bachelor’s Double mare which also produced 
Comedy King. The defunct *Master Charlie, 
which died recently and ended what to all ap- 
pearances was to be a highly successful stud 
career, also was out of a mare by Bachelor's 
Double, a son of Tredennis—-Lady Bawn. Grand 
Geraldine, dam of Grand Parade, so T. P. Brophy 
tells us, was a handsome but rather worthless 
producer, or so she appeared until Grand Parade 
came along. *Strolling Player, whose most im- 
portant victory here was in the Pimlico Fall 
Serial Weight for Age Race No. 1, is a chestnut 
son of a black sire and a brown mare, and prob- 
ably is a throwback to his grandsire, Orby, win- 
ner of the Epsom Derby in the colors of the Tam- 
many chieftain, Richard Croker. Orby was a 
grandson of Ormonde (the “horse of the cen- 
tury’’) and out of Rhoda B., a daughter of Han- 
over. Would be tempted to send a few mares to 
the court of *Strolling Player were I an owner 
of broodmares. He is much surer with his mares 
than his half-brother, Call Boy, which, unfortu- 
nately, has been nearly impotent. He has, how- 
ever, succeeded in getting more of his mates in 
foal in the last season than heretofore. 


RACK racers often spring from dams which 

failed in numerous attempts to produce a 
worth-while performer. Colin’s dam, *Pastorella, 
a daughter of Springfield—-Griselda, by Strath- 
conan, was something of a frost at Castleton 
Stud until she produced the unbeaten Colin. 
Strephon, a son of Hamburg, sold with her when 
the Bitter Root Stud was dissolved, failed and 
perhaps her best foal, aside from Colin, was 
Masaniello, a son of Kingston which apparently 
was intended for a good racer but was handi- 
capped by a couple of infirm limbs. Great run- 
ners have a habit of being born to the highly- 
regarded and lowly matrons alike, as promiscu- 
ously as lightning strikes. Top Flight’s dam, 
Flyatit, produced nothing of much consequence 
prior to the advent of that unbeaten filly. Her 
best previous foal was the plater Gotoit, a black 
daughter of Mad Hatter which has won a num- 
ber of races, always in cheap company. Scores 
of such instances might be utilized in reference. 
One of the most impressive cases, in America, 
of a good mare's reproducing her quality in her 
foals is that of the dead Prudery, dam of 
Whiskery and Victorian. 
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HIALEAH PARK’S TOTALISATOR

| ers going to try and tell you a bit about the 
strangest machine it has been my pleasure to 
see—the Australian Totalisator, to be used in 
the Hialeah Park mutuel plant the coming 
meeting. 

Here is a machine which takes your money, 
dumps it into the pot, records the new total all 
over the plant, figures up the odds—then prints 
your ticket and hands it to you. And they tell 
me the machine will knock off tickets at the rate 
of 120 per minute. 

The Australian machines, never in use in Amer- 
ica before, are designed chiefly for the purpose 
of preventing mistakes and for the swift and ac- 
curate computation of mutuel odds. Old-time 
horsemen around the track will tell you the 
“damned thing never will work” in no uncertain 
terms. They see all the mechanism and shake 
their heads doubtfully. 

But L. L. Raymond, manager of the company 
which manufactures the machines in Sydney, 
Australia, simply smiles and goes on with the 
work. He has several assistants here from Aus- 
tralia and they’re just about ready to start their 
machine in operation. In fact, great units of the 
mechanical device are in operation now. 

Now, I’m no mathematician (thank God) and 
can’t tell you all about the workings of this 
machine. But it is one of the most interesting 
features of Hialedh Park and I'll do my best. 
Perhaps, if a mathematician explained it, nobody 
but another expert on figures would know what 
he was talking about, anyway. 

In the first place, you should know that you 
don’t get your ticket until your two bucks are 
checked into the unit, figured into the pool on 
your horse and into the total pool on the race— 
in case of win pools. In place and show pools, 
of course, the machines can only show the total 
amounts bet on each horse, until the three money 
horses are under the wire. 

When you place a bet you must do so by num- 
ber. That is, instead of betting on Twenty Grand, 
you take his number (say it’s 4), go to the win- 
dow and ask for a “ticket on No. 4.”" The man 
‘at the machine has three loops on his instrument 
~-win, place and show. If you want a win ticket, 
he presses the point of a little lever into the No. 
4 hole in his win numbers. This immediately 
completes ‘a circuit which automatically adds a 
$2 bet to the total for that horse and flashes the 
additional money on over to the win pool on the 
race. 

This operation then releases the little printing 
device in the machine at the window and your 
ticket is printed and flipped out to you. 

When the windows open there isn’t a printed 
ticket in the plant. Each machine is threaded 
with a roll of blank paper. When you make a 
bet and the operator presses his lever point, the 
machine pulls the strip of paper over the print- 
ing device, stamps it with the number of your 
horse, the number of the race and the amount 
wagered. 

This, you see, eliminates printing of thousands 
of extra tickets each day, enables the operators 
to throw oven their windows immediate!v after a 
race, ready for the next race. And, of course, 
the use of the totalisitor gives the bettors a 
chance to place their money right up to the min- 
ute the horses are ready to leave the post. 
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THE WIN CHART

The mutuel machines are controlled from the 
stewards stand, as the horses go to the post. 
When the starter gets them lined up and the 
steward thinks it is time to stop the mutuel 
wagering on the race, he presses a button. 

Thus, the steward stops every mutuel machine 
in the park. No more tickets can be sold because 
none can be printed. And the odds do not need to 
be figured because they are kept right at the 
actual percentages throughout the betting period 
of the race. 


All this sounds like a helluva lot of mechan- . 


ism, doesn’t it? Well, it is. That’s why the old- 
timers have joined the anvil chorus; they can’t 
see how all those little gee-gaws and do-dads 
will ever keep going. We did a lot of whole- 
sale figuring and found that by counting every 


bit of wire running from the machines to the: 


various boards and other places, we have 195 
miles—yessir, 195 miles of wire-running around 
in the form of cables and whatnot. 

‘They've got most of the units running now. 
They run several hours daily to get “broken in,” 
as we do with new automobiles. At least, we 
once did new automobiles that way; it has been 
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"$18,500 bet.

so long since I saw a new one I don’t know what 
they do with ’em now. But this Australian total- 
isator never will be as common as the automo- 
bile; they do say the whole system has cost Mr. 
Widener $350,000, which sum, even to Mr. Wid- 
ener, is important money. 

You're going to think you’re in a weather bu- 
reau plant for a few days. The odds on each 
horse are shown by a device which operates just 
like huge thermometers. In the win pool, which 
will be opposite the grandstand, in the infield, 
each horse will be represented by a “thermom- 
eter.” Various odds will be listed on the board, 
and as the money is wagered and recorded on 
the machines, the mercury columns on the board 
will rise and fall just as they do in a thermom- 
eter—only much faster. 

On the left below [page 50] is a drawing of 
the win chart. The odds aren't listed as they 
would be in a six-horse race, of course, but this 
will give you an idea of how the board works. 

And on the right is another chart which shows 
the place or show barometer There will be a 
barometer for each pool, but they are identical 
in operation. 

Mr. Raymond and his organization seemingly 


have overlooked nothing in the construction of 
this marvelous machine. When the money flows 
in there is a small machine—a unit, as they call 
it—which collects for each horse in the race. I 
mean, darn it, there are three such machines for 
each horse—a win, a place and a show unit. 
But all the win units are in one group, the place 
and show units in two others. 


Each “horse unit” (let’s say we are talking of 
the win bets now) sends its bets into a larger 
computation machine as they come in. This 
machine continuously adds the money, sends the 
totals along to still another unit, which deducts 
10 per cent for “the grand and glorious state of 
(and may our taxes decrease!),’”’ and 
the remaining 90 per cent goes on to the ma- 
chines which show the odds on the big board 
on the infield. These constantly changing odds, 
as indicated by the barometric readings on the 
board, are computed by use of a system of an- 
gles too complicated for me—and you, too. But 
it works. 

“What if the Florida Power and Light fails?” 
I ask Mr. Raymond, thinking to find out about 
many of the objections I hear. 

“We've a big dynamo of our own,” he replied, 
“which can be turned on automatically and will 
operate the machines within 30 seconds after 
the local power fails.” 

“What if both power plants fail?” 

“We've the usual mutuel system in the plant, 
ready to use in case of an emergency. That’s 
in our contract with Mr. Widener. He insisted 
on it.” 

“What about large amounts of money? Peo- 
ple tell me that if the handle is large the ma- 
chines won't take care of the bets.” ‘ ) 

“These machines are set to handle $400,000 on 
each race. And they’ll do better than that. If 
necessary we could set them to handle more. 
But I don’t think you'll get more than that— 
do you?” 

“No,” sezzi, a bit dizzy, “I don’t.” These fel- 
lows who talk complacently of such huge figures 
bother me. 


“We handled a million bets one day in Paris,” 
he went on, “and never had a bit of trouble. 
We've 44 plants in operation in England, France, 
India, New Zealand and Australia. We're going 
to Brazil soon to install one there.” 


They seem perfectly certain that nothing can 
happen to these machines. Mr. Raymond showed 
me the operation of a machine, which was un- 
covered for such demonstration. The tickets are 
printed on a paper which comes in a roll and 
is used as the tickets are printed, clipped off and 
tossed out to the customer. 

There will be about 65 machines, if I remem- 
ber correctly. The greater number will sell $2 
tickets, of course, but there will be $5, $10 and 
$50 machines. The belief all over town that 
the system will eliminate workmen at the selling 
windows is not true. Each machine must have 
an operator. The system merely prevents the 
operator from getting his tickets mixed up 
and making other mistakes. 

Mr. Raymond says the machine will print 120 
tickets a minute if necessary. This will speak in 
defense of the tales around town to the effect 
that if a man wants to bet $1,000 the last min- 
ute, that he can’t get all his money down. The 
machine operator doesn’t need to punch his lever 
point for every ticket. If he wants to run off 
20 tickets of $50 each he merely holds the point 
down until the machine clicks off the required 
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number—something like the way we used to 
hold that button on the old Vickers machine gun 
when le Boche got too pestiferous. 

If only you could get your hawss home as 
easily as you can get down a bet on him—!

URING the year r 1931 ‘there were 2,010 races 

won by 960 2-year-olds, the get of 297 sires. 
The value of the 2,010 races, in first monies only, 
was $2,200,637. The figures may be compared 
with those of the previous year:

Showing that in the 2-year-old division in 1931 
there -were increases in the number of winners, 
number of sires represented, number of races 
and amount of money won. In view of the fact 
that there was a decrease in the total amount 
of money distributed in stakes and purses last 
year, the above figures indicate that the Ameri- 
can Turf is not exerting itself notably in the 
direction of 2-year-old conservation. 

Leadership in point of number of winners rests 
with Hal Price Headley’s Supremus, whose 15 
winners took 31 races. *Sir Gallahad III, lead- 
ing sire of 1930, is second with 14. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s *Dis Donc, third on this list, stands at the 
top as regards number of races won and amount 
won.

TROPICAL PARK YIELDS. 
UNDAY, January 4, the Miami Daily News 
quoted J. E. Widener that at Hialeah Park 
there would be no discrimination against horses 
and owners who had raced at Tropical Park. The 
statement brought about some changes. The 
tone of the Tropical Park meeting picked up. 
Chairman L. D. Reagin of the Florida State Rec- 
ing Commission came forth with a statement 
that no association would be compelled to race on 
the dates allotted to it. Monday, up spoke Frank 
J. Bruen, head of the Gables Racing Association: 

“For the good of racing in this community we 
have decided that it would be unwise to race on 
conflicting dates. This means that our meeting 
at Tropical Park will come to a close January 13 
instead of January 16. We also will postpone our 
second meeting until the conclusion of the racing 
at Hialeah Park. We will, however, ask the Rac- 
ing Commission to extend our second meeting for 
nine additional days. If they act favorably on this 
request, the dates of our second meeting will be 
from February 29 to March 26.” 

Hialeah Park’s meeting opens Thursday, Janu- 
ary 14 and runs to Saturday, February 27. The 
second Tropical Park meeting was to have opened 
February 22, but the management decided not to 
have the Tropical Park racing conflict with Hia- 
leah either at the beginning or the end of the 
Hialeah session. Wisely, the Gables Racing As- 
sociation has conceded a victory to Joseph E. 
Widener. 


NOTES FROM A FRIEND. 

An owner who is at Miami for the winter writes 
THE BLOOD-HORSE as of December 31, as follows: 
“IT am enclosing copy of the Florida racing law. 
To date about 35 horses stabled at Hialeah Park 
have vanned over to Tropical Park. The Board 
of Directors have posted a notice at Hialeah Park 
that all horses vanning over must have a permit 
to return, which is issued by Racing Secretary 
John S. Wallace upon request. There has been 
no definite order issued other than the above. 
The board has requested that an accurate report 
of all horses going over be submitted to them. 
Excepting a few politicians, the Floridians are 
with Mr. Widener to.a man. Ninety per cent 
of the horsemen are also with him. Most of those 
vanning over to race were horsemen in straitened 
circumstances. Tropical Park will have quite a 
loss for its first meeting. There are about 850 
horses stabled at Hialeah, 300 of which are year- 
lings [now 2-year-olds]. There are about 150 
horses at Tropical Park. A number of the young 
horses are coughing. Al Weston, fine old gentle- 
man, steward in Maryland and Canada, shipped 
four head from Baltimore and motored down 
himself. It is the first time in a great many 
vears that he is to race during the winter. The 
Waite stalls will be used by Starter Cassidy at 
Hialeah Park. The weather has been fine and 
the swimming is splendid. Many owners, trainers 
and jockeys swim at Miami Beach every day.” 


HIALEAH PARK-TROPICAL PARK. 

A roving friend of THE BLOOD-HORSE, having 
found his way to Miami for the winter, was in 
a writing mood last week. We pass on to readers 
of this magazine some excerpts from his letter: 
“Hialeah Park has surprised even its builders. 
It is no doubt the most beautiful plant in Amer- 
ica. It is a bower of tropical shrubbery and 
cocoanut and royal palms. No expense has been 


spared. The appointments are superb. The 
stables are the finest at any track. Everything 
is absolutely new. No old materials; no make- 
shifts of any kind. Even the surface of the 
ground everywhere is new, having been filled in 
and covered with loam, marl, sod, cement, rock, 
etc. In another year, when grass and shrubbery 
have recovered from their transplanting, the 
place will beggar description. 


“Hialeah track will be very fast. Horses run 
with little effort over it. Tropical Park track 
was touted as being very fast, but when horses 
started it proved deep and slow. Tropical Park 
is a very pretty, compact little racing plant. It 
is planned somewhat after the manner of Hialeah, 
but on much smaller scale. If Hialeah Park was 
not what it is, Tropical Park would be the subject 
of much praise, but it is dwarfed by the towering 
Hialeah. When I say ‘towering’ that is the exact 
impression one gets when one sees it, as the num- 
ber of royal palms there, 50 or more feet high, is 
astounding, especially so when one knows what 
they cost. 

“The tracks at both plants are laid out in al- 
most a circle, and their stretches are only about 
one-eighth of a mile long. I think it was a mis- 
take to have made them so. A more perfect el- 
liptical shape is preferable for a track, I think. 
Horses coming from behind, and on the outside, 
find it plenty tough in making the Tropical Park 
stretch run, and it will be so also at Hialeah 
Park, which track is nine furlongs, while Tropical 
Park is a mile.” : 


FLORIDA NOTES. 


The Coral Way course at Tropical Park is 130 
feet short of a quarter of a mile. 

T. R. Queen has arrived at Hialeah Park from 
Maryland with four horses, including Angry 
Plume and Corporal II. 

All the way in a truck and 15 days on the 
road, Miss B. L. Lewis, accompanied by her 
sister, has arrived at Tropical Park from Agua 
Caliente with her 4-year-old filly, California 
Babe. 

J. Norris, Jr., has engaged Jockey Frank Chi- 
avetta to ride his Peconic Stable horses, number- 
ing 12, during the Florida season. 

The press stand at Hialeah Park will accom- 
modate 35 workers—and no loafers. 

Major Barclay H. Warburton, president of the 
Miami Racing Association, made a thorough in- 
spection Of Hialeah Park Tuesday of last week 
to see that nothing had been left undone. 

It has been customary in Americ to distribute 
rules of racing free to owners and trainers, but 
the Florida State Racing Commission charges $1 
per copy. Further evidence that Jack Bell, who 
handles the sport desk for The Miami Herald, 
was probably not misinformed when he said: 
“T’ve heard that not a man on the commission 
ever has had practical racing experience.” 

After Vander Pool, having got the better of 
his rider, ran five furlongs in :59 1-5, the first 
quarter in :22 3-5 and the half in :46. at Hialeah 
Park, December 29, Trainer D. R. McDaniel said: 
“The horse was crying to run and the boy just 
couldn’t hold him. I had instructed the boy to 
work him in about 1:04.’"’ He said also that he 
had never worked a horse over a better track 
than thst at Hialeah Park. 

The Florida State Racing Commission, having 
made several changes in its rules, announced 
that the first issue of the book of rules will be 
discarded and the book will be reprinted.

AGUA CALIENTE REOPENS. 


HE Agua Caliente meeting reopened Friday, 

January 1, after having been closed since the 
racing of Wednesday, December 23. In the in- 
terim between the closing and the reopening of 
the border course, John B. Campbell had resigned 
as. handicapper and steward, and a _ revised 
list of stakes, with values sliced in half, had been 
announced. 

January 4, just before officials of the Agua 
Caliente enterprises left for Mexico City to make 
another request for lower taxes, a statement came 
from them that Wirt G. Bowman would be re- 
turned to his former place as president of the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club and that James N. 
Crofton, now president and general manager, 
would be retained as general manager. The stock- 
holders will meet January 28 to elect the officers. 
The Mexico City delegation was composed of 
Messrs. Crofton and Bowman, A. V. Aldrette, 
general manager of the Agua Caliente Company, 
and Charles Verdugo, manager of the casino. 

Harry Pollok’s publicity mimeographs carried to 
newspapers last week the statement: “Owing to 
present conditions the horsemen are thoroughly 
satisfied with the plans as outlined by Crofton. 
The daily purses, as stated before, will remain 
the same.”” “The same” means $500. Screamed 
Collyer’s Eye (Chicago): ‘Horsemen starving at 
Agua Caliente.” 

The reopening was no great occasion. Nine 
races were scheduled. including the Winter Junior 
Mile Handicap, $1,000 added, and the New Year’s 
Handicap, $1,000 added. The latter stakes was 
called off, and so was one of the claiming races 
on the program. The Winter Junior Mile Han- 
dicap was won by Gallineta. $2.500 selling plater. 

First race of the New Year at Tanforan fell 
to Betfandot, veteran campaigner owned by 
Editor George J. Meyer of The Home-Stretch 
(San Francisco) and named for three of the 
girls of The Home-Stretch staff. The New Year’s 
Handicap went to Dr. Freeland, B. Creech’s can- 
didate for the Agua Caliente Handicap. The Fare- 
well Handicap, run the closing day, January 2, 
fell to Whizz James. 

J. B. CAMPBELL RESIGNS. 

Stating that he considered his service to the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club ended when a sus- 
pension of racing came unexpectedly on Decem- 
ber 23, John B. Campbell. of New Orleans, capa- 
ble steward and official handicapper. on De- 
cember 31 tendered his resignation to James N. 
Crofton, president and manager. He stated also 
that there had been an agreement on the part of 
the Agua Caliente Jockey Club to hold a meeting 
of 107 days and that he considered this agree- 
ment to have been violated. Mr. Campbell de- 
clined to reconsider his resignation when re- 
quested by President Crofton to do so. After a 
few days in San Diego. Mr. Campbell will go to 
San Pedro to take passage on the steamship 
President Coolidge for a cruise to New York, and 
from there will go to his home in New Orleans 
to spend the remainder of the winter. 

Francis Dunne. racing secretarv. succeeds Mr. 
Campbell as handicapper, and Walter H. Dupee 
takes his place in the stewards’ stand.

Mr. Reid is sur- 
vived by his sister, Miss Anna Reid, and brothers, 
James and Leslie Reid, and by a nephew, Car- 
roll Allen, who has been with Mr. Reid for sev- 
eral years as an assistant trainer and who is in 
charge of their small string of horses at present. 

Mr. Reid in early life was identified with the 
establishments of George J. Long, Bashford 
Manor, Louisville, and Middleton and Jungbluth, 
Waldeck Farm, near Louisville. It was for the 
latter firm that his greatest achievement as a 
trainer was attained, the training and saddling 
of The Picket, a maiden, to win the American 
Derby of 1903. 

Mr. Reid for several years devoted his time 
and attention to horses of his own and those of 
friends who lived in the vicinity of his home at 
Hustonville, where he usually kept a few brood- 
mares. Among these was *Loch Linnhe, by 
Lochryan, which died in 1924. She. was the dam 
of Bracadale, the best horse, in all probability, 
ever raised by Mr. Reid. 

His last employment was as manager of S. W. 
Labrot’s breeding and training establishments at 
Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md. He had Car- 
roll Allen there with him as trainer. They re- 
signed their places late in 1930 and came back 
to Kentucky, Mr. Allen training a small string 
with fair success for his uncle. 

Mr. Reid had many friends throughout the 
Turf world who will hear with regret the news 
of his passing.

He also was the father of 
Mrs. W. E. Lang, of Lexington. Mr. Caskey was 
in his early days very fond of trotters and owned 
several good ones. He also had some runners, 
and was a friend of the late Dan Harness, who 
bred Imp, and of Charles Brossman, who trained 
the famous black whirlwind. 


G. N. B. OPERATOR DEAD. 

Al T. Morgan, 33, formerly of Bellevue, Ky., 
operator at Lexington. for the General News 
Bureau until the offices of that racing informa- 
tion distributing company were closed by police, 
was found dead in his home Monday morning, 
January 4, by A. L. Sanford, former Lexington 
manager for the G. N. B. Coroner J. Hervey 
Kerr said Morgan had been dead two or three 
days and that death evidently was due to carbon 
monoxide poisoning, since a gas heater was 
burning in the closed room. 


DEATH OF MRS. MARR. 

Mrs. Nannie Wood Marr, widow of John W. 
Marr, noted owner and trainer of Thoroughbreds 
in the ’80s and '90s, and mother of John Wesley 
Marr, owner of Clarkland Farm, died at her home 
in Lexington early in the morning of Saturday, 
January 2. The body was taken to Clarkland 
Farm on the Bryan Station pike, where funeral 
services were held Sunday afternoon, Rev. H. H. 
Pitzer, of First Presbyterian Church, Lexington, 
officiating. Interment was in the family lot in 
Lexington Cemetery. 


TOP FLIGHT AND THE DERBY.

On 
Wednesday of last week, December 30, he suf- 
fered an attack from gall stones while at his 
stable at the Kentucky Association track. Thus 
far an operation has been avoided and the ex- 
pectation is that he will soon recover.

Information from Brookdale Farm, Lexington, 
is that Thomas Piatt is traveling from Rochester, 
Minn., and will arrive home Wednesday of this 
week. This indicates that he is rapidly recover- 
ing from the operation he underwent at the 
Mayo Clinic. 

THOMAS DEVEREUX REINSTATED. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE understands, although no 
public announcement has been made, that the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, at a meet- 
ing at Louisville December 28, reinstated Thomas 
Devereux, of Lexington. Mr. Devereux was 
ruled off six years ago in connection with the 
charges against the Williams Brothers. 
GALLAHER FAMILY TO FLORIDA. 

Allan B. Gallaher, accompanied by Mrs. Gal- 
laher and their young daughters, left Lexington 
by motor on Sunday last for Miami, Fla., to re- 
main until about April 1. The Gallaher horses 
are now at Hialeah Park and will be ready to 
race when the meeting opens next week. 


ROSS FAMILY TO MIAMI.

NEW YORK 


DECLINE IN GATE RECEIPTS. 


error given out last week by Joseph Reilly, 
secretary of the New York State Racing 
Commission, show that the gross gate receipts 
at New York tracks during 171 days in 1931 
amounted to $2,257,731.30, not including the char- 
ity day at Belmont Park, whose receipts were 
given to aid the unemployed. The gate receipts, 
Mr. Reilly stated, were 20 per cent less than in 
the previous year. Belmont Park took in $643,- 
994.50 during two sessions, 38 days all told. Sara- 
toga’s total was $359,985, less than for any other 
track in the State. New York publications do 
not carry complete figures, but The Morning 
Telegraph states: “Empire City, though its 
handle ran below that of Belmont, Saratoga and 
Aquéduct, did better than all other tracks in the 
way of dividends, according to reliable informa- 
tion.’’ Losses in nearly all quarters seem to be 
in prospect for 1932. 
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NEWMARKET SALES. 

EVIEWING the December sales at Newmar- 

ket, England, it is found that during the five 
days Messrs. Tattersall for their patrons disposed 
of 802 head for 157,911 guineas ($571,637.82), 
average a trifle less than 197 guineas, or, at the 
present rate of exchange, $711.51. (The English 
pound now exchanges at $3.45; making the 
guinea about $3.62.) The aggregate obtained in 
1930 was 233,254 guineas, and we find Ithuriel 
saying in The Sporting Life (London) that “the 
reduction in the average price is about 33 per 
cent,” and that “vendors as a body were prepared 
for a reduction of about 30 per cent.” 

After summarizing the several factors, such as 
the fact that several men who were prominent 
buyers in other years have now turned sellers; 
that a large number of attractive horses in train- 
ing were withdrawn through fear that ridiculous 
prices would be forthcoming; that a large num- 
ber of horses suspected of being unsound were 
catalogued; that many of the mares were above 
14 years old, and that foals were in small de- 
mand unless by sires whose progeny would be 
likely to sell well as yearlings, Ithuriel said, “it 
must be conceded that the prices realized, having 
regard to the times through which we are passing, 
were distinctly hopeful. They point to the fact 
that if and when the present depression becomes 
a little less acute, prices of bloodstock are likely 
to enhance.” 

It was noted that fewer than the usual number 
of persons from other countries attended the sales. 
It was considered that only about one-tenth of 
the animals sold were for export. For the first 
time since the war it was essentially a “home 
market.” 

Delbert Reiff, former noted American jockey, 
for a long time resident of France, appears to 
have been the only bidder from that country to 
have made a purchase. He secured what is con- 
sidered to have been a very great bargain in the 
mare Lamb Mint for 410 guineas, which is only 
10 guineas above the fee to the Derby winner, 
Manna, to which she is in foal. Incidentally, five 
foals by Manna were sold for an average of 368 
guineas, or 32 guineas less than his stud fee. 
Two foals by Solario brought 700 guineas each. 
Blandford’s fee in 1930 was 300 guineas. Two 
foals by him averaged 320 guineas. The first of 
the get of Felstead brought 420 guineas. The 
average for four of the get of Gainsborough was 
368 guineas, about £50 less than the fee for which 
he stood. 

The highest price of the sales was 5,000 guineas 
paid for Mara, in foal to Tetratema, purchased 
by A. B. Briscoe, trainer, for the account of Miss 
Dorothy Paget, who apparently intends to es- 
tablish a high class stud. She bought to the 
amount of approximately 20,000 guineas. Two 
others of her purchases were Sister Clover for 
3,000 guineas and Doushka, by Tetratema, in foal 
to Blandford, also for 3,000 guineas. 

The British Bloodstock Agency bought 50 head 
for patrons in America, Canada, Belgium, Brazil, 
Japan, India, South Africa and England. Two 
mares, Spikenard, bay, 1923, by Spearmint—Polly: 
Flinders (covered by Beresford), bought for 600 
guineas, and Winsome Way, grey, 1928, by Tetra- 
tema—Last Ray, for which 430 guineas was paid, 
are coming to Kentucky, but to whom we have 
not as yet been advised. 

Channelle, in foal to Asterus, and Starweed, in 
foal to Prince Galahad, were purchased for 


Americans, but are to remain in England through 
the breeding season. Channelle is to be mated 
with Mr. Jinks and Starweed to Asterus. 

Clarence Hailey secured several lots for ex- 
port. Ten fillies to go to the Argentina were 
purchased by Frank Griggs. Several others were 
purchased to go to Denmark and Sweden. Only 
one was purchased by Captain Tesio, the noted 
Italian breeder, who has for several years here- 
tofore been a large buyer. 

Ithuriel thinks that possibly several of the 
large number, usually cheap ones, sold to “Mr. 
Cash,” will find their way to the United States. 
We devoutly hope he is wrong, if he has reference 
to rubbish. We've had our fill of that over here. 

The noted mare, Tetrabbazia, stakes winner, 
dam of *Cohort, Sledmere and the St. Leger win- 
ner, Singapore, in the consignment of the Comp- 
ton Park Stud, was bought by Lord Glanely for 
3,000 guineas ($10,860). Another Tetratema 
mare, Trincomalee, covered by Solario, sold for 
4,000 guineas to Sir Malcolm McAlpine. 

Two of the four-figure mares were purchased 
by A. E. Baker for the account of the American 
breeder John Hay Whitney. They were Hal- 
loween, 4-year-old bay mare by Sansovino—Hal- 
cyon, by Phalaris—Canyon, by Chaucer, pur- 
chased from Lord Derby’s consignment for 2,500 
guineas, and Gay Bird, 8-year-old brown mare by 
Gay Crusader—Popinjay, by St. Frusquin— 
Chelandry, by *Goldfinch, which came from the 
consignment of Lord Astor, costing 1,000 guineas. 
Halloween is believed in foal to Winalot, and Gay 
Bird to Buchan. Both are eminently connected. 

The Australian racer Strephon II sold to dis- 
solve a partnership, brought only 200 guineas. 
The son of Saltash was bought by a Mr. Russell. 
Polyphontes, 10-year-old stallion by Polymelus— 
St. Josephine, by St. Denis, was sold by execu- 
tors of the S. B. Joel estate to Major Richardson 
for 4,000 guineas. The 5-year-old stallion Kopi, 
a son of Spion Kop, was knocked down to the 
French branch of the Tattersalls organization for 
2,500 guineas. 

After the sales, Audax had the following com- 
ment in his Horse and Hound (London): “One 
heard all sorts of rubbish expressed at the New- 
market sales last week, when business was really 
quite satisfactory, if only one took into consider- 
ation the present chaotic condition of the whole 
world, as well as the inferiority of so many of 
the lots which were sent up for disposal. Al- 
though it would have annoyed some breeders and 
others concerned if I had then commented upon 
them, the prices realized for most of the horses, 
and more especially for mares, yearlings and 
foals, 10 years after the war, were in many in- 
stances absolutely farcical, and could not be ex- 
pected to be maintained, especially when certain 
folk who threw about their money so lavishly be- 
gan to find the necessity of tightening their purse 
strings.” 


SEA SOLDIER IN GRAND NATIONAL. 


Sea Soldier, 10-year-old chestnut gelding, by 
Man o’ War—Sea Name, by *Seahorse II, has 
turned up in England as a candidate for the 
Grand National Steeplechase. For some unex- 
plained reason, his arrival in England from the 
United States was Kept secret until last week, 
and it is announced that he will be kept under 
special guard at the stables of Jack Pendarves 
until he is saddled March 18 in the big race at 
Aintree. Entered to run in the name of Austin 
H. Niblack, Sea Soldier’s invasion of England is 
being sponsored by members of the Onwentsia 
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Hunt Club of Chicago. The New York Times 
quotes the London Daily Express to the effect 
that 30 of Sea Soldier’s wealthy sponsors are go- 
ing to England especially to see him run in the 
Aintree Classic. The Carolina Cup of 1931 is 
among the gelding’s trophies. 


BOSTWICK SUCCESS. 

Another victory of G. H. Bostwick was re- 
ported from England last week. The American 
rider, riding his own Sir Crispin at Kempton 
Park December 26, finished third in a two-mile 
steeplechase to Song of Essex and Insurance. 
On December 29 he scored at Cheltenham on 
Capt. R. M. Thompson’s Harem Guard in a two- 
mile hurdle race for amateur riders. Harem 
Guard was his seventh winner of the season. 
Mr. Bostwick is expected home in a few days. 


LADY TORRINGTON’S DEATH. 


Eleanor Lady Torrington, former actress, owner 
of racers, died of gas poisoning at her flat in 
London December 8. She had a few horses racing 
in her colors during her stage career as Miss 
Souray. One day her horse Darrara beat Lord 
Torrington’s Abelard II, a favorite, at Ostend. 
Lord Torrington went to the paddock to congratu- 
late her, met her there for the first time, and 
married her, in 1910. 


CHAPMAN DECISION APPEALED. 


Stewards of The Jockey Club (England) and 
Messrs. Weatherby and Sons entered appeal at 
the High Court, London, on December 11, 
against the verdict of a special jury and the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Horridge in the King’s 
Bench ‘Division in the libel action in which 
Charles Chapman was awarded £16,000 damages. 
IRISH HOSPITALS SWEEP. 

Total prize money in the Irish Hospitals’ 
Sweepstakes on the Manchester November Han- 
dicap was £1,942,164. The amount available for 
the Irish Hospitals Fund is £739,754 11s 9d. 
One-third of this amount has been paid to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, and the remainder, £493,163 14s 6d., is 
to be divided among 44 Irish hospitals. 
FOREIGN NOTES. 

Bonny Boy II will stand in France. 

Col. B. C. Fairfax bought Six Wheeler from H. 
F. Clayton. 

F. Fox will be with F. Templeman’s Lambourne 
stable next year. 

Royal Lancer, son of Spearmint, replaces Sil- 
vern, which recently died at the National Stud, 
Tully, County Kildare, Ireland. 

J. A. de Rothschild’s Sardana, winner of four 
races this season, is a 4-year-old filly by Sar- 
danapale out of *Marguerite de Valois, *Sir Gal- 
lahad III’s sister. 

English papers note that George Duller, private 
trainer to Victor Emanuel at Letcombe Regis, 
Wantage, has had his string increased by the 
arrival from America of Morstone, Sir Jonathan, 
Relaxation and Toney Princess. 

Burglars stole $20,000 worth of jewelry from 
the home of Col. Cecil Clare, owner of race horses, 
in England. 

The hearts of many Thoroughbred breeders in 
England were cheered when, at the Newmarket 
sales on December 10, Gerald Deane read a state- 
ment to the effect that 71 King’s premiums for 
stallions to travel in England and Wales and 


four to travel in Scotland would be a grant from 
the War Office, the premiums to be competed 
for at the annual show at Islington in March. 

Stewards of the Jockey Club in England have 
announced that H. Braime, trainer of Scardroy 
and Hot Bun, was fined $500 for having ap- 
proached persons who had drawn those horses 
in the Irish National Sweepstakes on the recent 
Manchester Handicap. 

Ballasport has a “leg” and it is announced by 
his owner, Sir Harold Wernher, and his strainer, 
Ivor Anthony, that he may not be entered in the 
Grand National Steeplechase this year. 

Richmond II, which finished third in the Grand 
National Steeplechase to Gregalach when only 
six years old, has been walked in the sea in South 
Wales two or three hours every day and it is 
said that his tendons, which prevented his start- 
ing in the trying race’ at Aintree last March, 
have been much benefited and it may be that he 
will be a runner in the big event at Liverpool 
this year. 

T. Cullinan, noted English steeplechase rider, 
has a broken collar bone, the result of a fall in 
a race. 

Mankato, using his biometric system, figures 
that Orwell “has a stamina indication of 11.2 
furlongs. Estimated on the horse only [i.e., ex- 
cluding females in his pedigree] the figures are 
14.7 furlongs.” 

Trainer “Chubb” Leach, Newmarket, was to 
marry Miss Lily Hobson, a sister to Mrs. Harry 
Wragg, on January 6. 

In a speech at the annual meeting of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association at New- 
market, Viscount D’Abernon advocated that 
totalisator betting on horse and dog racing be 
brought under a central! control. 

H. Braime was fined £100 for having made 
approaches to persons who had drawn sweep 
tickets on Scardroy and Hot Bun for the Man- 
chester November Handicap. He trains the two 
horses. 


TOP FLIGHT’S DERBY PRICE

AYERS of future odds on the Kentucky Der- 
by, to be run in May, 1932, are said to have 
offered 10 to 1 against Top Flight’s chances of 
winning, which, in the opinion of this writer, 
would mean laying a price this fine filly will not 
even start in the race. If this be true, why would 
it not be good business to offer 20, 50 or 100 to 1 
she does not start and win the prize? 

Top Flight, when I saw her in the autumn at 
Belmont Park, was at her best. She seemed to 
have all that was required for one to get into the 
realm of superlatives in describing her qualities as 
a great 2-year-old. However, I will venture the 
opinion she has reached the peak of her great- 
ness and as a 3-year-old her sex and the devel- 
opment of the mating instinct will keep her from 
racing successfully against colts. 

Furthermore, she does not appear to have the 
action of a stayer, nor has she the conformation. 
She may be expected to stay sufficiently well to 
win from her own sex at distances they are 
asked to travel in important races, and her crown 
as the best 3-year-old filly is safe if she races. 

‘Last year I was roundly criticized for having 
made an early statement as to Jamestown’s abil- 
ity to go the route. . . . Boys, don’t wait until 
the horses start racing. You may get in between 
the switches again.

DEATH OF HEPHAISTOS. 


CUTE indigestion took the life of Hephaistos 

at S. C. ‘“Pops’’ Lyne’s Larchmont Stud, Lex- 
ington, about 2 o’clock on the morning of Friday, 
January 1. The stallion, foaled in 1919, a bay 
son of *Vulcain out of Neva W., by Rey del 
Sierras—Fonsetta, by Fonso, carried many 
strains of the older American blood. He had 10 
crosses of *Glencoe. Hephaistos was bred by 
Edward F. Simms at Xalapa Farm, Paris, Ky.., 
and was sold as a 2-year-old to Frank E. Brown, 
of New York, for $15,000. Under the colors of 
Mr. Brown, who trained him as well as owned 
him, he ran 92 times, won 23 races, was second 
in 20, third in 18, earning $62,734. His stakes 
victories were the Empire City Derby, Pimlico 
Cup, Brooklyn, New Rochelle and Yorktown Han- 
dicaps. He was second in the Rainbow Stakes 
and Scarsdale Handicap, and third in the Autumn 
Days, Lynbrook, Bellerose Stakes, Pimlico Serial, 
Huron, Bowie and Pierrepont Handicaps. He 
raced successfully until he was 5 years old, made 
one start at six, and was then sent to Larchmont, 
where he spent the rest of his life as the joint 
property of Mr. Brown and Mr. Lyne. He got 
comparatively few mares, but Mr. Lyne declared 
him “the best breeder I ever had.’’ His oldest get 
are now 5-year-olds. Winners sired by him in- 
clude Donau, Dee John, Sister Mary, Old. Cally, 
Sis Agnes, Locust Miss, Brick Kiln, Miss Evat. 


RACEDALE. 

Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s Christmas and 
New Year card, sent out from his training head- 
quarters at Freemason Lodge, Newmarket, car- 
ried as its frontispiece a photograph of Racedale, 
winner of the Kempton Park Great Jubilee Han- 
dicap, at one mile and a quarter worth about 
$12,000, last May. The card carried also a bow 
of his colors (pink and gold) in ribbon, and in- 
side, ‘“‘with every good wish for Christmas and 
the New Year.” With pen and ink the noted 
trainer wrote: “THE BLOOD-HORSE has been the 
greatest joy to me and kept me up with all my 
friends’ doings in U. S. A. I have had a very 
good season and won a good many races.” 

In a letter received from C. J. Fitz Gerald at 
New York comes the information that Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort, after spending Christmas with 
his brother and sister at Middleton Park in Ire- 
land, became a passenger on the Olympic, which 
sailed for New York December 30. He will, as 
last winter, spend several weeks in Florida and 
will come to Kentucky. 

Mr. Fitz Gerald further states that Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort has offered Racedale to him for 
sale as a stallion for 4,000 guineas, and com- 
ments: “While 4,000 guineas is considerable 
money these days, this is a nice horse.” 

Racedale is also advertised in Horse and Hound 
(London) by Captain Boyd-Rochfort for sale 
as a stallion. He is a bay horse, 1926, by 
Buchan—Perfection, by Orby out of Zenith, by 
Lesterlin out of Stella, by Necromancer. In ad- 
dition ot the Great Jubilee Handicap, he won the 
Royal Standard Stakes at Manchester, was 
beaten a short head in both the Cambridgeshire 
and Duke of York Handicaps, and was third in 
the Royal Hunt Cup. He comes from the family 
of the brothers Trigo and Athford and also that 
of Mate. Audax, in Horse and Hound, said of 
Racedale: “This handsome horse, whose brother, 
Prester John, was a really good racer, and very 


unlucky not to have earned greater fame, comes 
from a mare whose offspring have much merit, 
like many others descended from Stella, by 
Necromancer.” 


MARES ARE TRANSFERRED. 


Eleven mares from the Morven Stud of the 
Stone Farm Association, Charlottesville, Va., 
were transferred during the past week by L. R. 
Walker, who has charge of the breeding stock at 
that fine establishment, to Arthur B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., where they are to be 
mated this year to *Sir Gallahad III, Gallant Fox, 
Stimulus and Brown Bud.
